d. Because of the time sequence, the nav paragraphs H.b.2 & 3 
are In reverse sequence from the proceeding draft. 

e. Paragraph C. 3 . was amended to add the thought that In addition 
to the CODXB Support Staff minitorlng, D1A will provide ADP support 
services. 

f. A phrase was added at the end of the present paragraph II. b. 2. 
concerning the exclusion of certain Intelligence elements cited from 
the DoD Directive. 

4. During the consideration of the Terms of Reference the grpup 
addressed itself to the relationship of the definition of the wor ft "system" 
as It related to data files, programs, etc. 

5- Mrs. Ethel C. Harden from the Bureau of Standards, next made a 
few comments concerning the activity of her agency which she felt to be 
pertinent to the deliberations of this Task Teem. Mrs. Harden provided 
a brief description of their file organization project for the United States 
Array in the chemical field and the OTR index. She also suggested that each 
agency representative query his own organization as to how it might use the 
information being considered by the Team, thereby leading to a list of 
requirements that each agency might feel important, she also discussed the 
advisability of Constructing a questionnaire with a pre -designated coding 
scheme. 

6 . The undersigned then provided each person present with a copy of the 
Bureau of the Budget Circular A55* In addition, some members ware provided 

a copy of the task force report on "The Development of a Plan for a library 
of Applications" which was provided to the Interagency Committee on ADP in 
3962 . Those attendees who did sot receive a copy of this report were 
informed that additional copies will be available at the next meeting of 
the Task Team. A short suamary of the pertinent parte of both of tbeee 
documents were provided by the undersigned. The intention of providing this 
information to the group was to make certain that any pertinent work previ- 
ously done in this area could be utilized by this group. 

7 , The group next discussed the g eneral scope of .th e Team's activity 

with a few ccnmente being first made by °® th * results of 

the returns on the DU draft proposal. that 18 of 

the 23 organizations queried had answered. Pour of the Id (all from one 
command) objected to the detail and lk generally agreed with the proposal. 

Tbe major objection that the one command centered on vac the possible need 
for frequent "program" changes. However, this group did in their conoante 
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
